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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the system of inductive 
coupling in claim 14 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No 
new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency.

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 

USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 

obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 8-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Weatherford/Lamb WO 02/36936 in view of Hamby et al 5,388,455. 
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Weatherford/Lamb discloses a pump system for use in a hydrocarbon well. The 
electric submersible pump 130,135 is immersed in the well 105. An electrical supply 
source 140 supplies electric power to the downhole pump. A flow meter 183c is 
associated with the pump and is supplied with electrical power from supply source 140. 
Weatherford/Lamb is considered to disclose all of the features of claim 1 except for the 
flow meter being an electromagnetic flow meter. Hamby et al teaches that the use of 
electromagnetic flow meters is known in the oil industry. Further, col. 4, lines 27-34 
teach that electromagnetic flow meters are desirable for use in the oil industry because 
of their high precision and ruggedness. It would have been considered obvious to 
replace the flow meter of Weatherford/Lamb with the electromagnetic flow meter of 
Hamby et al in view of Hamby's teaching that electromagnetic flow meters are high 
precision and very rugged making them ideal for use in the oil industry. As to claim 9, 
production tubing extends from the pump to the wellhead (see figure 1 of 
Weatherford/Lamb). As to claim 10, flow meter 183c is positioned on surface tubing. 
As to claim 1 1 , the pump 1 30, 1 35 is an electric submersible pump. As to claim 1 2, the 
amount of power and current levels delivered to the pump would have been considered 
an obvious design choice since the device must be capable of working at different 
depths and transporting different fluids which all have a direct affect on the power 
needed to be delivered. 

Claims 13 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Weatherford/Lamb in view of Hamby et al as applied to claim 8 above, and further 
in view of Veneruso 5,521,592. 
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Weatherford/Lamb does not disclose the pump and flow meter connected in 
series. Veneruso teaches connecting sensors and the pump in series so that the power 
supplied from the power source 19 is also in series with the sensors and the pump. It 
would have been considered obvious to connect the flow meter and pump of 
Weatherford/Lamb in series in view of Veneruso's teaching that it is known to connect 
electrical devices in series working off the sale power supply. Further, it would have 
been considered an obvious design choice to connect the flow meter and pump in 
series. As to claim 14, Veneruso teaches that it is known to provide inductive couplings 
to generate currents of different frequencies in electrical devices because sometimes it 
is desirable to operate different electrical devices at different current frequencies. It 
would have been considered obvious to provide an inductive coupling in the device of 
Weatherford/lamb as taught by Veneruso so that the flow meter can be operated at 
different current frequencies than the pump since the pump and the flow meter do not 
need to be operated at the same frequency.
